HOW SHALL THEY BE ADJUSTED* 


The Efforts of the Southern Pacific 
Company to Get Through the 
Bri9w alter T ract. 


Some .two weeks ago the Herali> made 
public the fact that the Southern Pacific 
Company was making a movement look­ 
ing toward the removal of the tracks of 
the Santa Monica branch from San 
Pedro street, and the getting of trains 
from the city by the sea to the new 
passenger depot on the Wolskill tract 
along Alameda street. At the southern 
boundary of the Pueblo there is quite a 
stretch of territory lying between the 
ends of the two streets referred to above. 
The H e r a l d mentioned this project in 
connection with the sale of some parcels 
of realty in that vicinity to the Southern 
Pacific Company, which purchases were 
made in order to secure a right of way. 
The general impression was that right of 
way had been fully secured all along the 
stretch of territory in question and that 
the change would be made at once. The 
dwellers along San Pedro street were 
very jubilant as the removal of the track 
is considered to be of great benefit to 
that thoroughfare. In due course of time 
the fact was properly chronicled that 
work was in progress towards accom­ 
plishing the change in contemplation. 
But love is not the only current in the 
world in whose progress asperities of 
action are to be found. The best laid 
plans of mice and men find no excep­ 
tion 
to 
the 
poet’s 
rule 
even 
when the 
doings of 
great 
railroad 
companies are encountered. Thus there 
need be no great astonishment experi­ 
enced when it is learned that the South­ 
ern Pacific has struck a great snag in the 
carrying out of its plans. Some days 
since the H e r a l d again give publicity to 
the facts as to an injunction laid upon 
the great corporation by Mr. J. G. Grif­ 
fith, the present owner of the Briswaiter 
tract. 
These facta are to the effect that 
the Southern Pacific Company did not 
get right-of-way over this tract; but 
without such ripht-of-way the company 
proceeded to build, or at least to prepare 
to build, over that property. Mr. Griffith 
objected and proceeded to get an injunc­ 
tion to stop the work. 
It was stated 
at the time that no further movements 
would be made until the matter was 
properly adjudicated in the courts. So 
the matter was thought to rest for the 
moment, and such no deubt would have 
been the case but for an article in a 
morning contemporary, to which Mr. 
Lunt, as agent for the railroad, felt it in­ 
cumbent upon him to reply. 
In this 
"new matter,” as the lawyers term it, 
was introduced, and so the subject was 
reopened. 
WHAT MR. LUNT SAID. 
As this is a most important matter, 
and as the people are much interested in 
the outcome on many accounts, it may 
be best to put the matter forward in 
full. 
The most important statement, 
perhaps, is Mr. Lunt’s letter in this: 
Mr Grifflth requested of m e a m ap showing; 
the Une of th e rig h t of way desired by th e ra il­ 
road across th e vineyard. 
For tho purpose of 
fa m ish in g him w ith th e inform ation desired, 
and also for the purpose of determ ining the 
best line for th e railroad com pany, I arranged 
for an engineer of the com pany to go upon the 
ground and run a prelim inary line. 
The engi­ 
neer, w ith th ree a<sibtnnts, w ent upon the 
ground. 
They were not arm ed w ith picks, 
shovels, lunch baskets, or prepared for a night’s 
work, but t>ok w ith them th e necessary in ­ 
strum ents to run a line through the vineyard, 
and in doing so they found it nonessary to clip 
th e tops of some of th e vines for the purpose of 
sighting across th e vineyard. There was no 
d irt dug for a roadbed, no fonces to m down or 
destroyed; there were no arm ed m en upon the 
field, but th e m an iu charge, not know ing the 
intention of th e parties, inform ed Mr. Griffith 
of th e facts, and as soon as th e facts were 
learned the whole m atter was adjusted, and, so 
far as I know, satisfactorily arranged. 
The 
Southern Pacific Company has not. through Its 
agents, at any tim e entered upon th at tract of 
land for the purpose of constructing a right of 
way, or been th ere a t unseasonable hours, or 
done or attem pted to do any of the things 
spoken of In th e article above referred to. 
Am icable negotiations are still in progress for 
the parchase of th e right of way across the 
vineyard, and nothing has boon done or is 
likely to be done u n til th e m atter is adjusted.

WHAT MR. GRIFFITH THINKS. 
In order to get the other side of the 
question a H e r a l d reporter found Mr. 
Griffith and discussed the matter with 
him. He said there would be a letter 
from him :.n an evening paper setting 
fourth bis answer to Mr. Lunt. 
From 
that letter these extracts are taken : 
D uring th e progress'of friendly negotiations 
between him and m yself, looking tow ard the 
solution of th e right of way m atter, a corps of 
m en, who claim to have received th eir orders 
from Mr. Lunt, entered upon tho vlueyard from 
Ran Pedro street, and did break th e fence in so 
doing. Not only so, but they did m utilate and 
destroy 526, by actual count, of the fluest vines 
In th is county, w ithout a vestige |o f authority 
from m yself and w ithout m y perm ission or 
consent. 
Indeed my consent was not asked. 
Mr. L unt said in his article he m anaged with 
h is engineer “ to go upon th e ground and ruu 
a prelim inary line," that* all. 
The engineer him self says th a t he liad run 
th e "prelim inary line" there som e tim e before, 
and th at his business there on Friday and Sat­ 
urday of last week was to "locste the road." 
The engineer sr.Id, m oreover, th at Mr. S. P. 
L unt authorized him to go iu upon th e property 
an d cu t aw ay those vines and locate the Une. 
T he shotgun policy wa« our effective agent iu 
stopping this work, and th e m en engaged In it 
w ere rounded up an d herded o u t on Baa Pedro 
street by those engaged in guarding the prem ­ 
ises, and were warnod in no uncertain way that 
an attem pt to en ter upou th e property would be 
undertaken at th eir peril. These facts com ing 
to th e notice of Hon. 8. M. W hite, attorney for 
th e Bouthern Pacific Company, he assured me 
th at this work had been ill advised and that 
nothing furth er would occur looking to a forci­ 
ble entry upon th e laud in question. If Mr. 
Lunt had refraine4 from ru sh in g into p rin t to 
defend his course I should not feel called on to 
state this side of th e questlou.

WHAT MR. GRIFFITH WANTS. 
In conversation with Mr. Griffith that 
gentleman developed bis wishes in the 
matter. He said in substance: 1 am not 
asking to take any unfair advantage of 
the road; but I think they do seek to 
take such advantage of me. The facts 
are these: I own the land; the road 
wisbeB to cross it. The tract will do me 
no particle of good; but it will do me a 
great deal of injury. I must have some 
rights in the case. If you want that 
piece of land and come to me to buy 
it I will set my price on it. You can not 
take my land until you pay my price. 
Very well, the railroad wants my land, 
and I set my price on it. The road 
thinks it too high. What is their re­ 
course. 
The law of eminent domain 
applies. The road may_ enter suit to 
condemn my land. Pending the adjudi­ 
cation of the case in the courts they have 
no more right on my proporty than you 
have. That is my position, and I think

Mr. Schroeder complains about the 
manner in which things are managed. 
In the first place the alarm, he is in­ 
formed, came in wrong, and the machines 
were thundering through the streets 
with a rather aimless idea of where they 
were going. 
Then fish wagons, fruit 
peddlers, and the deuce knows what, are 
allowed to ring gongs or bells, so like 
those used by the engines so that no one 
can guess what is coming. 
Once more

thinks 
the 
driver 
of the engine by exercising a very little 
care, could have turned his horses far 
enough out of the way to have prevent­ 
ed a collision, which might easily have 
cost him his life. He avers that the driv­ 
er kept straight ahead, and did not 
swerve from his course a hair’s breadth.

The ridiculous parade which it has 
been arranged for Blaine to make in the 
Presidential campaign is without a pre­ 
cedent in our history. But everything 
about Blaine is unprecedented, down to 
h is absolute lack of any real claim to the 
regards of the American people or any 
portion of them . 
The prominence which 
has been thrust upon him by the Repub­ 
lican managers speaks most eloquently 
of the decadence of that organization. 
The last num ber of Puck which has 
reached Los Angeles contains a very 
clever cartoon in which the Plumed 
K night is represented as parading as the 
«owner of the Republican party, with the 
whole tribe of little great men trapsing 
a t his heels and Harrison and Morton 
peeping out of his breeches pockets. His 
imposing bay window is ornam ented 
with enormous 
seals, labeled “ Fort 
Smith and Little Rock,” and 
other 
charm ing 
and 
historically suggestive 
devices. 
Democrats are very much amused at 
the absurd spectacle of a great party 
Abasing itself at the feet of a m an whose 
title to fame rests not upon statesm anship 
or public service but upon acts so equiv­ 
ocal th at Blaine’s obvious leadership 
will result in the defection of hundreds 
of thousands of voters from the Repub­ 
lican ticket. The sublim e cheek of this 
m an coming from hobnobbing with Andy 
Carnegie trying to bamboozle the work­ 
ingman is not often approached, to say 
nothing of rivaled, in the United StateB 
or elsewhere. 
The New York Times, of the 4th inst., 
has an excellent article on this fetish 
worship of the Maine m an, under the 
heading 
“ The 
Blaine 
Infatuation.” 
Speaking of the preparations to receive 
th e hero of the Mulligan Letters, that 
journal say s: 
W hat was known before the Republican 
National Convention as 
the “ Blaine* 
or-bust” elem ent in politics is preparing 
to give a grand ovation to the god of 
th eir idolatry on his arrival here from 
his European trip. 
There is not the 
least sign of a spontaneous movement to 
do honor to a distinguished American 
citizen as a tribute to his worth or a 
recognition of 
great public services. 
There is no ground for it. 
It is solely 
th e work of Blaine politicians, elabo­ 
rately wrought up for effect, and the 
effect intended is to magnify the conse­ 
quence of a defeated candidate. They 
are 
determ ined 
to 
show 
their 
special admiration for a man whom 
they ate fond of calling the “ great­ 
est living statesm an,” whom some of 
them even show the bad taste of speak­ 
ing of as their “ uncrowned K ing,” and 
to emphasize to the country their belief 
th a t he is the one great man of the time. 
They evidently wish to magnify him at 
the expense of the candidate who re­ 
ceived the nomination which they think 
was due to their idol. 
After parading 
him here it is their intention to parade 
him about the country in the role of 
greatest living statesm an and uncrowned 
King, and they make no secret of their 
expectation th at if Harrison is Presi­ 
dent Blaine will be the “ P rem ier” of the 
Administration and the power behind 
the throne. 
The great Blaine dem onstration was 
held. Announced on th e scale of two 
hundred thousand people in line, it 
dwindled down to twenty-five thousand, 
although there had been m onths of the 
most laborious preparation to make it 
colossal. 
The Times indulges in some sensible 
reflections upon the bad sense and bad 
morals of endeavoring to elevate a man 
dike Blaine to such absurd heights. 
A 
Republican journal, it tells tr u th B con­ 
cerning the Plum ed K night which, if 
they appeared in a Democratic news­ 
paper, would be ascribed to malice. This 
Is th e way H enry J. R aym ond’s great 
journal talks of the attem pts to make 
Blaine the great main-spring of the R e­ 
publican p arty : 
W hat is likely to be the real effect of 
th is kind of a performance? Blaine is 
is one of the most thoroughly discredited 
public men in American history. The 
exposure of his duplicity, ot his tortuous 
and unscrupulous methods, of his daring 
and reckless character, led four years ago 
to the defeat of the Republican party 
after being intrenched in power for a 
quarter of a century. 
I t 
was 
de­ 
m onstrated th a t the people of the United 
States as a whole had no confidence in 
him. From th at tim e he ought to have 
disappeared from the public gaze. But 
the dis astro us effect of his nomination 
did not deter his adm irers from making 
an organized effort to thrust him upon 


the partv again, and their defeat in that 
effort does not prevent them from using 
him to belittle the actual candidate and 
holding him up as the real leader of a 
party whose standing and piospects he 
has ruined. 
The humiliating attitude íilwhich this 
Blaine worship is putting General H arri­ 
son is well portrayed by our New York 
contemporary. 
These views are un­ 
answerable : 
It must be humiliating to General 
Harrison and exasperating to his leal 
friends to see these Blaine idolators par­ 
ading before the American people the 
defeated candidate of 1884, and the 
baffled aspirant of 1888, as the great ex­ 
em plar of the party’s faith and the em­ 
bodiment of the party’s hopes, while he 
receives from them the scantiest recog­ 
nition as its real candidate. The assump­ 
tion that Blaine must of right be at the 
head of the cabinet if Harrison is Presi­ 
dent, and will inevitably be the ruling 
spirit of his adm inistration, is an insult 
to Harrison and his genuine supporters. 
But 
how 
will 
it 
effect 
the 
chances of the 
Republican party in 
this can vase? Thousands of Republicans 
refused to support Blaine in 1884. Thou­ 
sands more had made up their minds 
that they would not support him a sec­ 
ond time, and a majority of the party 
felt a sense of relief when the possible 
alternative passed away. W hat, then, 
will be the effect of still parading him as 
the real party leader, the ruling spirit of 
its councils, and the guiding hand of any 
adm inistration they might help to estab­ 
lish? Surely it will help to drive away 
those who are not willing that the Re­ 
publican party of the country Bhould be 
regarded as a Blaine party and be 
managed and controlled by Blaine’s 
worshipers. 
No wonder the Times, and Harper's 
Weekly, and the Evening Post, and the 
Herald, and Puck, and multitudes of other 
able Republican journals in and out of 
New York refuse to support Blaine’s 
pnppets, or to uphold an organization 
thoroughly saturated with Blaineism ! 


I n d ia n a . 
Mr. Quay, the Chairman of the Re­ 
publican National Committee, has placed 
himself on record to the effect that the 
present is to be a campaign of silence 
and work. There is a flavor of the Dor­ 
sey m ethods employed in the (iarfield- 
Hancock campaign about this utterance; 
and the presence of Dudley, Dorsey's 
right hand m an, as Secretary at the Re­ 
publican headquarters, naturally gives 
significance to this Sphinx-like outgiv­ 
ing. It is suggestive of the “ soap” and 
“crisp, new two dollar bills” which were 
expended in great quantities to prevent 
Hancock from carrying the votes of 
thousands of Indiana Republicans. The 
indications all point to the employment 
of such tactics now, and they also con­ 
clusively point to their utter futility this 
year. From all quarters the tidings 
come 
of 
a 
Democratic 
awakening 
in Indiana 
only 
equalled 
by that 
which was noted before “ Blue Jeans” 
W illiams beat Harrison out of his boots 
for Governor in 1876. 
The positive 
declination of Porter to accept the Re­ 
publican nomination for Governor has a 
significance which no sensible Republi­ 
can will attem pt to dispute when he 
comes to expressing his real sentiments. 
In the early days following the Chicago 
Convention Governor Porter was willing 
to be the Republican candidate, but he 
based his acceptance of the nomination 
on the success of efforts which were be­ 
ing made to conciliate the workingmen. 
These negotiations resulted in flat fail­ 
ure. The wage-earners warned Porter 
that he m ust not attem pt to carry H ar­ 
rison, and, like the sagacious politician 
that he is, he acted upon the friendly 
advice. 
The true statem ent of the present condi­ 
tion of the campaign in Indiana is that the 
Republicans are on the run. Their nom­ 
inee for Governor, General A. P. Hovey, 
while a respectable gentleman, has been 
out of politics for years, and his per­ 
sonal acquaintance 
does not extend 
much beyond Evansville, where he re­ 
sides. 
He was nominated to catch the 
soldier vote, but in this he will fail. H is 
Democratic opponent, Colonel Matson, is 
a m an of splendid 
intellectual and 
physical vigor, and he has done more 
for the soldier than any man in Con­ 
gress. 
His general popularity is great, 
and he enters the canvass backed by an 
adm inistration Democratic both in the 
nation and in his State. 
The local offi­ 
cials in most of the counties are also 
Democratic. 
These things count for 
several thousand votes, which, in a dose 
State, are often decisive. 
Republican coin will cut no figure in 
the election in Indiana this year, or at 
least it will not effect the result. The 
machine boss may do his best to coun­ 
tervail th« will of the people, but the 
current is setting too strongly towards 
Cleveland and Thurm an in the Hoosier 
State to be breasted. 


It is quite gratifying to note the agile 
manner in which the colored voter is es­ 
caping from the control of the Republi­ 
can leaders. 
H undreds of thousands of 
these people were led to vote for Blaine 
by untrue and laughable stories about 
the intention of the Democratic party to 
re-enslave them . 
As a matter of fact, 
they have received far better treatm ent at 
the hands of Mr. Cleveland’s administra­ 
tion than they ever received from any of 
his Republican predecessors. In his mes­ 
sage to Congress in December, 1886, Mr. 
Cleveland recommended that Congress 
should make au appropriation to make 
good the deficiency to the sixty thousand 
odd poor depositors in the broken Freed­ 
m an’s Bank.

Its 
strength and permanency will be shown 
by his vote this year North and South. 


I ro n F a c ia A b o u t I r o n . 
Some tim e ago a movement was made 
by the iron men of Pittsburgh and other 
centers of the iron interests of the United 
States to scale down the rates of wages 
paid to the workers in that metal. The 
attem pt failed, but it failed solely because 
the wage-earners had a perfect organiza­ 
tion, and business was so brisk that the 
mi Is could not be shut down. 
The pre­ 
tence about a depressed state of the bus­ 
iness was so palpably false th at iu very 
sham e it was abandoned. It is in such a 
state of affairs that we hear no end to the 
talk about danger to American industries. 
The several railway companies centering 
in Los Angeles have been contemplating 
a number of very extensive schemes of 
road extension. A reporter of the H e r a l d 
was informed yesterday 
at 
railway 
headquarters 
that 
they 
had 
been 
suspended 
for the 
present through 
inability 
to 
get 
rails 
from 
the East, the companies preferring to 
patronize American manufacturer.}.These 
rails could doubless have been had from 
Euglaud but were not ordered abroad. 
The Eastern ircn mills have orders for 
months ahead, and are uuable to supply 
the demands of this Coast. 
It is at such 
a stage that the great outcry is raised 
againBt the Mills bill, which reduces the 
duty on foreign steel rails from $17 to 
$10 a ton. 
How many enterprises neces­ 
sary to our comfort would go forward 
blithely if this material reduclfbn were 
made in the price of this essential to our 
development? 
And yet it is the men 
who are getting this royal largess on 
their product—$17 on every ton of rails 
manufactured—who tried to ecale down 
the wages of the mill hands only a short 
month or six weeks ago. 
Humbug, thy 
name is a Republican party that seeks to 
maintain an exhorbitant w a r tariff from 
which the workingman is to be per­ 
mitted to gain nothing. 


I n a line with the H k r a l d ’h remarks 
upon the duty of the appr caching Demo­ 
cratic Convention to pu. up a strong 
ticket, it would be a consistent as well as 
proper thing for the Convention to re­ 
nominate the present incumbents for the 
judicial positions to be filled. Judge

W a s h i n g t o n , August 15.—The resolu 
tion offered yesterday by Sherm an, call­ 
ing on the Secretary of the Treasury for 
a statem ent of the am ounts deposited in 
the National banks on August 1, 1888, 
and of the am ount and description of the 
United States bonds and other securi­ 
ties pledged for the repaym ent of such 
deposits, passed the Senate to-day. 
Dawes presented the conference re­ 
port on the bill to accept and ratify the 
agreement with the Shoshone and Ban­ 
nock Indians as to the position of the 
Fort Hall reservation in Idaho, and it 
was agreed to. 
The Senate then proceeded to the bills 
on the calendar, and passed the Senate 
bill for the relief of certain parties who 
have paid $2.50 per acre for United States 
Government lands, reduced in price to 
$1.25 per acre by an act of Congress ap­ 
proved June 15, 1880. 
The Senate then proceeded to the con­ 
sideration of the Fisheries treaty. 
Mor­ 
gan resumed his argum ent in favor of the 
resolution to postpone it till December 
next. 
MORGAN REVIEWS HISTORY. 
In the course of a colloquy and after 
some allusions to the Yankees on one 
side and ex-slave holders on the other 
(between Morgan, 
Frye, Dawes and 
Hawley), Morgan said: 
You have not 
hesitated to sneer at us and to say we 
are rebels and traitors; men not to be 
trusted ; men who violated our oaths and 
attacked the National flag; men whose 
consciences are blinded with political 
sin ; that we all deserved to be hanged 
and that we are living now by your 
mercy and grace, and have said you did 
not dare to hang any of us. 
You had 
Jefferson Davis under arrest and the 
United States Government did not dare 
bring him to trial because it would have 
turned out (in the opinion of the great 
jurists who would have had to try him) 
that he had not committed treason. 


TELLER TELLS A W HOPPER. 
Teller replied to some statem ents in 
Morgan’s speech to the effect that during 
Arthur’s adm inistration many outrages 
had been inflicted on American fishing 
vessels and had not been resented by that 
adm inistration. 
He declared there was 
not a word of truth in such a statem ent. 
During that adm inistration there never 
had been a seizure of a single American 
vessel for the violation of the treaty of 
1818, but since the present adm inistra­ 
tion came into power there had been 
more than 400 American vessels seized 
and more than 2,000 boarded by the 
Canadian and British authorities. 
The 
flag had been hauled down and no 
apology had ever been made for it. As 
to the suggestion that the Government 
had not dared to have Jeflerson Davis 
tried becam e the court would not have 
found him guilty of high treason, Teller 
characterizes it as “ bosh.” 


VEST LAYS HARE HARRISON’S RECORD. 
Vest said that iiis judgm ent had been, 
ever since open sessions on the treaty 
began, that it had been decreed that no 
treaty which could be negotiated by 
Cleveland’s Anministration with 
the 
British Government could be ratified by 
the Senate. 
Party exigencies and the 
necessity of party warfare dem anded 
that the tail of the British lion should 
be publicly twisted until that 
royal 
animal howled again, and the loyal song 
about “ John Brown’s body mouldering 
in the gravo” had given place to the 
dulcet tones of “ Erin-go-Bragh.” 
Re­ 
ferring to the recent speech of Senator 
Stewart on the Chinese question, Vest 
proceeded to argue that the opposition to 
the anti-Chinese bill in the Senate in 
1881 and 1882 had come, not from Dem­ 
ocratic but from Republican Senators, 
and 
PARTICULARLY FROM MR. HARRISON, 
The Republican candidate for the Presi­ 
dency. 
In this connection he declared 
that in 1870 seven Chinamen ia Indian­ 
apolis (all that were there) were ad­ 
mitted to naturalization and immediately 
voted the Republican ticket, when H arri­ 
son was defeated for the Governorship 
of Indiana by “ Blue Jeans” Williams. 
After stating the votes in the Senate on 
the Chinese bill and the various am end­ 
ments, he said this proved that the pre­ 
siding officer of the Senate was right in 
saying that the records of SLerman, 
Harrison and other Presidential can­ 
didates were awkward on the Tariff, 
Currency 
and 
Chinese 
questions. 
Vest also quoted from the letter of H arri­ 
son to Rev. J. I. Brant, of St. Louis, 
February 25, 1888, saying, in connection 
with his action on the bill restricting 
Chinese immigration, “ It was a little 
hard for me to let go the old idea that 
there was a free home for all comers.” 


STEWART AND DECK. 
Stewart said Harrison liad not during 
the discussion of the antl-Chine3e m eas­ 
ures, uttered a word In favor of Chinese 
immigration, and his votes simply had 
been conformable to the treaty; but 
afterwards, when the treaty was being 
evaded, Harrison voted for a bill that 
was acceptable to the people of the Pacific 
Coast. 
H is record was as satistactory to 
the people on the Pacific coast a» if he 
abused the Chinese for forty years. 
Beck called attention to the speech 
recently made by Senator Voorhees in 
Terra H aute, asserting that Harrison had 
voted fifteen times against the bill to re­ 
strict Chinese immigration, and said the 
statem ents had not been contradicted. 
He denounced the Republicans for keep­ 
ing the cheapest labor they could find in 
order to pocket the profits, and said ma- 
chineiy was, had been, and ia intended 
to be, the protected American laborer. 


OREGON SENATORS PLEAD FO R HEN. 
Dolph denied that Harrison’s record in 
Congress would show that he had ever 
been iu favor of the admission of Chinese 
labor in the United States. The people 
of the Pacific Coast were not to bo de­ 
luded in this m atter. They understood 
the policy w hich lay back of the Mills 
bill and which had inspired the Presi­ 
dent’s message. They saw the great 
Democratic parly with its arm s around 
the great industrial structures of the 
country, as SamBon had his arm s around 
the pillars of the Philistine temple, ready 
to pull it down over their heads, ana 
they were willing to trust the question of 
Chinese immigration to the Republican 
party. 
Mitchell also defended the record ot 
B arrison on the Chinese question, and 
said th a t the only lestrictive legislation 
on that subject had come from the Re­ 
publican party. 


ALLISON’S ASSISTANCE. 
Allison said he desired to put in his 


most em phatic protest against the at­ 
tem pt made by Mr. Vest to draw a dis­ 
tinction between the two great political 
parties on the subject of Chinese immi­ 
gration. 
He would say for himself that 
after Senator Morton’s report in 1878 and 
1871), aiul after the debate in the Senate 
in 1879, his mind was clear that it was 
the duty of the Government to exercise 
its undoubted power in the most appro­ 
priate 
way, 
either 
by 
treaty 
or 
by legislation, 
to 
secure 
the 
pro­ 
hibition of Chinese immigration, 
lie 
never 
varied for 
a 
moment from 
that judgm ent. 
He did not believe that 
Mr. H arrison, who he believed would 
and ought to be elected to the Presiden­ 
cy, entertained any different sentiment. 
He did not speak for Mr. Harrison. Mr. 
Harrison waB no Lilliputian candidate, 
but was the peer of his accusers, from 
wherever they m ight come. 
He would 
defend himself on all proper occasions. 
As respected his votes in the Senate, the 
Senator from Missouri (Vest) ought to 
know, and did know, th at the Republi­ 
can party was as vigorous and strong on 
the Chinese question as the Democratic 
party. 
Allison presented the conference report 
on the Army Appropriation bill, which, 
without being read, was ordered to be 
printed in the Record, to be acted on to­ 
morrow. 
Adjourned.

W a s h i n g t o n , August 15.—The House 
went into Committee of the Whole ou 
the Fortification Appropriation bill. The 
pending point of order against the sec­ 
tion providing for the establishm ent of a 
gun factory at W atervliet arsenal was 
withdrawn bjf Townshend, renewed by 
Turner, of Kansas, and overruled by the 
chair. 
Nutting, of New York, offered an 
am endm ent appropriating $500,000 for 
the erection of a dry dock and proper 
machinery, buildings and appliances at 
some point ou Lake Ontario for building 
and repairing ships. 
N utting said that 
in case of trouble with England the 
greatest danger to the United Spates 
would be on the northern frontier. At 
Kingston, almost within cannon-shot cf 
the shores of the United States, Canada, 
a dependency of England, was building 
a dry dock for the construction of war 
vessels. 
Farquahar, of New York, declared 
that the State of New York, independ­ 
ently of the other States, would take the 
contract to take care of Canada and her 
five millions, inside of sixty days. 
Butter worth objected to the action of 
the Senate in am ending the Army Ap­ 
propriation bill by providing for fortifica­ 
tions, in contravention of what it knew 
to be the rules of the House. 
Nutting’s am endm ent was ruled out of 
order, but the discussion was continued 
by unanimous consent. 
Nelson, of Minnesota, said the Cana­ 
dian Pacific Railway scare had been 
started at the other end of the Capitol 
and had found its echo in the House to­ 
day. 
He proceeded then with the aid of 
a large map and cane to point out the 
railroad system which the enterprising 
and energetic men of the Northwest had 
buiit up, in order to transport their pro­ 
ducís to the seaboard, and he appealed 
to the House to let th at system alone. 
Gentlemen in the East might be afraid 
of Canada, but M innesota could take 
care of all Canada west of Lake Superior 
and make it a suburb of St. Paul aud 
Minneapolis. 
After some further talk on this line, 
Bayne, 
of 
Pennsylvania, offered an 
am endm ent providing that the gun fac­ 
tory provided for in the bill shall be es­ 
tablished at Alleghany Arsenal, instead 
of at W atervliet Arsenal. 
Dalzell, of Pennsylvania, supported 
the am endment. 
Dockery, of Missouri, advocated the 
am endm ent for the erection of a guu 
factory at Liberty Arsenal, Missouri. 
It 
was, he said, situated in the banner 
Domocratic county of his district and at 
the home of liis Republican competitor. 
He declined to answer the question by 
Kilgore, of Texas, if it was necessary for 
him to get his appropriation in order to 
defeat his competitor. 
Dockerey’s am endm ent was defeated, 
as was also th at offered by B ayne. 
On a point of order raised by Towns­ 
hend, the section providing for the ap­ 
pointment of a board.of defense, and ap­ 
propriating $2,477,670 to meet the ex­ 
penses of the board, and for the purchase 
of twelve and sixteen-inch steel guns 
and twelve-inch cast-iron 
guns, 
was 
ruled eut. 
The Committee then rose and reported 
the bill to the House. The previous 
question was ordered on its passage, and 
then the bill went over till to-morrow. 
Adjourned.

Judge M orrison, of Brooklyn, consid­ 
ers Ford’s pretensions ridiculous. 
Up 
points to the fact that the Irish World, 
under Ford’s m anagement, ran down 
from a circulation of about 75,000 to

copies, and that this 
result was accomplished in about a 
year. 
He says now under these circum­ 
stances it would be ridiculous for Ford 
to put himself out as the boss of the 
Irish Republican contingent.

The very day before I sailed for 
home, just a fortnight ago, I cut from a 
London journal an announcement that 
all the manufacturers of coffins and all 
the undertakers of the United Kingdom 
had gone into a trust (laughter); that it 
was to consist of $2,000,000,which in lan­ 
guage of the English financial m arket 
was to have a large num ber of “ prefer­ 
ential” bonds, and th at the yearly death 
rate might be expected to yield a semi­ 
annual dividend of twelve per cent. 
[Laughter.] 
Now, I think, my friends, 
th at we may safely bury all the Presi­ 
dent's predictions of evil from Trusts in 
this country, in the graves into which 
these coifiiis are about to go, preferential 
bonds and all, and we m ight do this 
Bafely by showing th at so far from the 
protective policy generating Trusts, an 
utter free trade policy generates them in 
far greater number (cheers), and thus 1 
leave the question. 
In Maine we are not able to devote 
ourselves wholly to the National election,

DIVIDED AUAIIPiT ITSELF. 
T he A m erican Party** C onvention 
S p lit In T w a in . 
W a s h i n g t o n , August 15.—At the sec­ 
ond day’s session of the National Con­ 
vention of the American party the tem ­ 
porary officers were made perm anent. 
The Committee on Platform made a m a­ 
jority report and a minority report. 
Boih were received with great applause, 
and finally recommitted with instruc­ 
tions to report in the afternoon. A recess 
was then taken. 
W hen the Convention reassembled the 
Committee on Platform made a further 
report, recommending that each State 
and Territory represented be allowed one 
vote in the Convention for each Congres­ 
sional District and two at large. 
Judge 
Church submitted the minority dissent­ 
ing report. A New York delegate vigor­ 
ously protested against the adoption of 
the report. 
Governor Sharp offered a resolution 
fledging the Convention to nominate 
ndependent candidates for President 
and Vice President. 
A long discussion 
followed, during which it was intimated 
that the New York delegation was in 
somebody’s pay. The previous question 
being called for, Governor Sharp’s mo­ 
tion was put and carried by almost 
unanimous vote. 
A substitute motion that New York be 
allowed one vote in the Convention for 
every two delegates present from that 
State, was lost by a vote of 39 to 49. 
Hawley’s resolution allowing one dele­ 
gate to each Congressional representa­ 
tive, was taken up. 
The roll being 
called the resolution was lost by 43 to 49. 
The Illinois delegation then announced 
that 
inasmuch 
as 
it 
came 
here 
to participate in a National Convention 
and not in a New York State Conven­ 
tion, it would withdraw and left the hall. 
Pennsylvania, Vermont, Wisconsin and 
several other delegation3 also left. 
The 
New York and California delegations 
were nearly the only ones which re­ 
mained. 
A recess was taken until 7 p . 
The bolters will also meet at the 
Ebbitt House at 7 o’clock. 
There were in the Convention 170 del­ 
egates—Sixty-seven from New York, fif­ 
teen from California, seven from Illinois 
and seven from New Jersey ; five each 
from Maryland and M assachusetts; four 
from Pennsylvania; three from Virginia; 
two each from Maine, Minnesota and the 
District of Columbia, and one each from 
Alabama, Florida, Louisiana,Mississippi, 
South Carolina and Vermont. 
This evening the New York, Califor­ 
nia and other delegations which remained 
in possession of the Convention hall and 
accepted the plan of representation of 
of New York to have 38 votes, or one 
from every two delegates present, and 
the other delegates present one each.

It is a feat in water devel 
opment of which the colony and the 
whole community are well justified in 
feeling proud. 
It is an index of what 
can be done in tbe reclaiming of practi­ 
cally barren tracts of land by the use of 
brains and money judiciously applied to 
the task. 
We cannot go into a detailed history of 
the work done in obtaining the magnifi­ 
cent results we have mentioned, but will 
merely refer to the success attending an 
attem pt to find artesian water, which 
was the final trium ph of the company in 
its search for water. The first well was 
put down on the Compton place, in Te­ 
mascal valley, immediately back of tbe 
Postoffice, and at a trifling depth water 
was encountered, which arose to the sur­ 
face. The well was sunk deeper, several 
distinct flows of water being struck. 
Work was suspended at a depth of 300 
feet, with another strong flow. 
The pipe 
was cut at the places where the various 
flows 
were 
encountered, 
and 
the 
several stream s thus united measured 
nearly, if not quite, fifty inches. 
Two 
other wells were bored near the first one, 
with equally good results, and the m a­ 
chinery was then moved to the Rolf 
place, where a new well is now being 
sunk. 
At sixty-five feet a flow of water 
of about ten inches was encountered in 
this well. The water was cold, the tem ­ 
perature being sixty degrees, and tasted 
of sulphur, the taste and temperature 
going to show that it was from an entire­ 
ly different source than that which feeds 
the first wells. 
The well is now about 
120 deep, and another flow of the same 
temperature has been encountered, but it 
is pure and tasteless. The company feel 
elated to think that they have struck two 
distinct artesian belts within about half 
a mile of each other, thus assuring 
them 
an 
unfailing 
and practically 
inexhaustible 
supply of 
the purest 
and best of water. Experience so far has 
shown thatan artesian belt may be drawn 
a practically without limit, and like tho 
idow’s cruse, it never fails to honor the 
drafts made upon it. In New York City 
there are 1,000 artesian wells. 
In San 
Bernardino three are probably 500, and it 
is so easy to have one that many people 
in tho city have their own private arte­ 
sian wells in their back yards. 
Pomona 
has hundreds, and there are at least seven 
on the Chino ranch, where it was sup­ 
posed artesian water could not be ob­ 
tained. In short, judging from the num ­ 
ber of wells that have been put down in 
other places where artesian water is ob­ 
tained, it is probable that a hundred 
wells can be obtained in our newly found 
artesian belt, as readily as one, if tho 
need for them ever arises as it is possible 
that it may in the future.—[The Bee.

T b e p a tie n t is la n g u id ’ u n a b le to p erfo rm 
m e n ta l o r p h y sic a l lab o r w ith th e u su a l fa c ility , 
is n e rv o u s, d epressed in sp irits, a t tim e s fearfu l, 
tim id , ag itu te a an d In c lin e d to d ro w sin ess u u d 
sleep, th e m em o ry w ea k e n e d a n d p e rm a n e n t 
im p a irm e n t serio u sly th re a te n e d .
